S Co nstitu tio n, in o bserv ance o f "Co nstitu tio n 
W eek" and th# 147th anniv ersary o f the Co nstitu tio n's birth, 
Sept. 
17, 1787. 


\ BOU T 8000 am endm ents to th# C o nstitu tio n o f the U nited S tates 
hav e been pro po sed sine# 1788, bu t o nly 21 hav e beco m e part 
o f th a t do cu m ent, and o ne has already been repealed. 
P o u r o ther pro po sals were ado pted by Co ngress, bu t failed o f 
ratificatio n while a fifth, the Child L abo r A m endm ent o f 19 24. 
passed Co ngress, has been ratified by 20 states, rejected by 11, and 
faces final rejectio n o n the negativ e v o te o f o nly o ne m o re state. 
Of the fo u r am endm ents passed hy Co ngress, halt no t ratified, tw o 
o f 1789 related to co m pensatio n o f senato rs and respresentativ es 
and appo rtio nm ent Of the Ho u se o f R epresentativ es. 
In 1810 C o ngress o ffered an am endm ent to th e state« pro hibit­ 
ing citizen* fro m aceepling rew ards, o ffices, o r m o ney fro m any 
fo reign go v ernm ent. 
It wa* ratified by U state*, bu t co u ldn't get 
the 3 3th necessary fo r ado ptio n. 
Only th ree sta te s ratified the Co rwin am endm ent o f 1861, whiflh 
pro hibited any am endm ent to th# C o nstitu tio n abo lishing slav ery .

o ther wo u ld requ ire bo th H o u sei to v o te by electricity , and a third 
wo u ld m ake a law* ineffectiv e as ao o n as a m ajo rity o f tho se it 
affected v o ted ag ain st I t 
It seemed th a t any m em ber o f Co ngres# w ith a pecu liar theo ry 
pro po sed an am endm ent to the C o nstitu tio n to mnke th a t theo ry 
effectiv e. 
These idea# w ere no t 
po litical,

religio u s. 
D u ring the first 300 y ears o f thie g o v ernm ent 1300 am endm ents

The news report states that President Roose­ 
velt himself w taking the helm in the N. R. A. 
It is high time that someone took the helm 
and steered it along definite and consistent lines 
with su ch clarity, dignity, and pu rpose that 
its leadership vill command the respect, at 
| least, of people whether they agree with the 
program or not. 
The importance of the re­ 
covery act is entirely too great to have the 
gave^ of au thority concerning it rest in the 
lands of b lu ff and b lu ster. 
If anything approaching what we have hop­ 
ed for can he achieved throu gh this act it can 
b e achieved b etter b y qu iet discu ssion in con­ 
ferences of men where each gives his opinion 
| and his personality is respected. 
There are some b ig prob lems confronting the 
administration u nder the N. R. A. 
In fact 
these are the real prob lems of the present days. 
Will we continu e to su spend the operation of 
the Shenu an act? Will monopolies b e permit­ 
ted? 
What is going to b e the final decision 
in respect to lab or organization? 
How are the 
viciou s elements in competition to b e avoided? 
How can chiseling he prevented? 
How can 
the u nemployed b e u tilized so that that prob ­ 
lem will b e less seriou s? 
The N. R. A., in its ob jective when enacted 
over a year ago, aimed at the correction of all 
these things and more. It has so u tterly failed, 
in many of them, we may say in most of these 
ob jectives, that it has almost cau sed u s to lose 
faith in the possib ility of it b eing worked ou t 
along the lines laid down. 
Bu t it will b e some­ 
what a different plan. 
Instead of one man 
b eing dictator there will b e a grou p who will 
b e cou nselled with, thou gh of cou rse in the last 
analysis someone mu st decide. 
We are inclined to think that the grou p with 
the b iggest financial stakes, whether it b e di­ 
rectors, stockholders, or wage earners, in any 
particu lar enterprise are almost the last ones 
that can decide ju stly and wisely as to how the 
enterprise shall b e condu cted in the interest 
of society. 
Mr. Roosevelt in his recent interview ex­ 
presses the idea that the indu strial leaders 
shou ld devote themselves more assidu ou sly to 
leadership toward recovery. 
The real diffi­ 
cu lty is that the great lateral pressu re b rou ght 
ab ou t b y the economic crisis does not appeal to 
them as a ru le, except as it affects their per­ 
sonal retu rns. 
It is only in an impending dis­ 
aster which they all can see and which is ter­ 
rib ly immediate that they can think in terms 
of society as a whole. 
We all are inclined to feel that any program 
that adds to ou r income and decreases ou r ex­ 
pense is a program in the interest of recovery. 
However, contrary to general expectation, it 
appears that the president will not reply to 
the qu estions forwarded to him b y the United 
States Chamb er of Commerce. 
W e su ppose that the president thinks that 
the y can learn the way the rest of u s do 
throu gh the process of developing events.

We have had no occasion either for fear or 
su spicion. As we mingle with people, we have 
ob served no conspiracy to tear the constitu tion 
into shreds or to alter its fu ndamental prin­ 
ciples.

the people instead of b v legislatu res. We have 
given the federal government power to im-

Yet the Bill of Rights, which 
gu arantees to even- citizen equ ality b efore the 
law, the right to speak and write freely, su b ­ 
ject only to laws of lib el or su it for damage 
is still intact. 
Property legitimately and le­ 
gally acqu ired cannot b e taken withou t du e 
process of law. 
Then why worry. 
The real friends of the 
constitu tion are not those who are most alarm­ 
ed ab ou t it; rather those who, like Ju stice 
Holmes, b elieve that it is like a growing tree 
and not like a concrete fou ndation forever des­ 
tined to remain the same. 
This year’s ob serv­ 
ance of Constitu tion day was so palpab ly aimed 
at the policies of President Roosevelt that it 
was a du d. 
Let u s have a constitu tion free 
from party affiliations. 
It shou ld b e a day 
in which partisan lines are all wiped ou t in 
devotion to an instru ment of government which 
has served its pu rpose well amid all the changes 
of nearly a centu ry and a half of expanding 
national life.

Word comes that dru nken au to driving is 
increasing at a terrib le rate.

association of police chiefs is meeting in the 
dty of Washington. 
Dr. Theron 
Wendell 
Kiimore, police su rgeon of Hemstead, L. L de­ 
livered an address to this b ody yesterday. 
He 
said the increase in dru nken driving since the 
repeal of the Eighteenth amendment was 479 
per cent in Los Angeles, 380 per cent in Cin­ 
cinnati, 300 per cent in Philadelphia, 122 per 
cent in New Orleans, and 100 per cent in R. I. 
The doctor declared that the modern au tomo­ 
b ile makes the intoxicated driver a potential 
mu rderer. 
These facts certainly have great significance 
and shou ld have great weight u pon the people 
of ou r cou ntry to address themselves to the 
V ^ t i o n . 
Bishop Charles Edward Locke, speaking yes­ 
terday to an au dience in Los Angeles said: 
“Never b efore have the forces of liqu or b een 
so powerfu lly entrenched in this nation. Never 
b efore have the terrors attendant on the liqu or 
evils b een so apparent in ou r daDy lives.” 
Bearing u pon this qu estion of dru nken driv­ 
ing, he said, “One b ab y a week is the toll the 
dru nken drivers are collecting in Los Angeles 
alone.” 
Prohib ition was repealed very largely b ecau se 
those of u s who aided in getting it were not 
as anxiou « to have it enforced as we were to 
have it enacted. 
We learned a great lesson 
there.
